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PREFACE TO THE FIRST EDITION 


This Dictionary is the outcome of an idea I had several years ago when, in my Profession, I actu- 
ally lived the difficulty of finding definitions of acronyms, initialisms and abbreviations and possi- 
bly additional information. In my daily professional life, same as it may have happened to you, I 
was also confronted with many acronyms and initialisms that had identical sets of letters but dif- 
ferent definitions. 


For instance: AA in Computer Programming stands for: Absolute Address whereas in Psychology 
it stands for: Achievement Age and in Biochemistry: Arachidonic Acid. 

BDA stands for: British Dental Association, but also for: Bomb Damage Assessment. 

CAP stands for: Civil Air Patrol, but in Molecular Biology it stands for: Catabolite Activator 
Protein, and this goes on and on. 


Who is the person on earth that can name them or remember them all? 


I found that there was a lot of confusion in this intricate world of acronyms, initialisms, abbrevia- 
tions, with the thousands of existing ones plus the new ones coined every day. So I realized I had 
to do something to fill this gap, as no such Dictionary is available. We all know that Dictionaries 
do not materialize overnight, so armed with determination, perseverance and patience, I started col- 
lecting a wealth of information. I literally went through thousands of Scientific and Technical 
Journals and Periodicals, I scanned a huge amount of reference material, I gathered both historical 
data as well as recent developments spanning two decades: from 1976 to 1996. I listed thousands 
of acronyms/initialisms/abbreviations. I added freshly coined ones and updated terms. I coordinat- 
ed the work and finally assembled the whole lot of acronyms, initialisms, abbreviations, symbols 
and codes. I re-checked the whole manuscript for accuracy and presented the Dictionary in easily 
readable form. 


This is the result: a Dictionary including over 14,000 acronyms, initialisms, abbreviations in 
English - the language that makes most use of them. However, I have also added French and Italian 
ones translating them into English whenever applicable. In order to make it more exhaustive and 
anticipating your need for further details, you will find that many acronyms/ initialisms/abbrevia- 
tions have, besides the definition itself, also explanations or information such as when or how a 
substance or material was developed; when and where a certain Plant started operating; when a 
Program was issued; when and where an Institution was established. I have also made ample use 
of cross-references for those interested in making a more in-depth study. 


I have added several Appendices from 1 to 7 including acronyms and initialisms of: Research 
Institutes, Universities, Foundations, Publications, Awards, Fellowships, Banks, Airport Codes, 
Chemical symbols, NATO acronyms, International Organizations. They are all in alphabetical order 
for you to find at a glance the acronym that interests you. 


In Appendix 8 I have listed the names of Publishers and Authors who have granted me permission 
to reprint acronyms and excerpts from their publications. All the other material has not been 
obtained from copyrighted sources. I have collected it from: broadcastings; brochures; pamphlets; 


literature circulated and information disseminated at workshops; seminars; symposia and confer- 
ences relating to the various fields and subfields included in my Dictionary. 


This Dictionary covers over 800 fields and subfields ranging from Atmospheric Physics to 
Cytokine Biology, from Oncology to Clone-making, from Computer Science to Chaotic Dynamics, 
from Apoptosis to Paleography, from River Morphology to Petaflops, from Viral Pathogenesis to 
Xenotransplantation, all of which are listed in Appendix 9. 


I know that my efforts and the time I have spent in research will be more than compensated for 
when you - whether you are a Biologist, a Physicist, a Physician, a Scholar, a Consultant, a 
Translator, a Business person, a student or a layperson - when in difficulty will consult this 
Dictionary and find the answers to your acronym or abbreviation problems.

The publication of my dictionary in 1997, diffused throughout the world, elicited so much interest 
that I was prompted and encouraged to update and enlarge the previous work. 


Acronyms/Initialisms/Abbreviations are being coined at a super high pace. I have collected, select- 
ed, expanded and assembled for you over 20,000 new ones in addition to the previous 14,000, for 
a total of more than 34,000. 


In order to be able to provide the latest acronyms/initialisms/abbreviations I have explored hun- 
dreds of fields and subfields covering in this new enlarged Edition over 3,000 of them. 


I have revised the previous work to correct oversights that inadvertently occurred and took this 
opportunity to update acronyms and initialisms that in the meantime have become obsolete and 
therefore have been replaced. 


In the collection and expansion of acronyms, initialisms and abbreviations as well as in the infor- 
mation I have supplied, I have maintained the same guidelines as in the previous work. However, 
this time you do not have Appendices as I have merged the acronyms and initialisms with the oth- 
ers of the Volume. 


The new 20,000 acronyms/initialisms and abbreviations with relevant expansions that I have added, 
include new fields/subfields such as: Angiogenesis; Antisense Agents; Asteroseismology; 
Bioanthropology; Biomedical Optics; Copper Metabolism; Dopaminergic Neurons; Exoplanets 
Imaging; Fish Biology; Galaxy Evolution; Glacial Cycles, Mesenchymal Tumors; Monitoring of 
Volcanoes; Pharmacogenetics; Pharmacokinetics; Sickle Cell Disease; Terrorist Weapons; 
Transgenic Plants; Vaccine Vectors; Vasculogenesis; Whirling Disease; Advection; Hypoxia 
Science; Space Weather Modelling; Rare Cancer Cell Strains; Genetically Modified Animals; etc. 
where research is undertaken. 


Others refer to the Changeover to the EURO; to Banking Integrations, to Websites dealing with 
Medicine, Biology, etc., to Educational Websites, to Associations, Centers, Research Institutes, 
Consortia, and many more. 


All acronyms/initialisms/abbreviations and symbols are listed in alphabetical order and underneath 
you will find in italics, for easy reference, the fields and subfields that offer you at a glance, with- 
out wasting time, the ones that interest you. Same as in the previous work, in addition to the stan- 
dard fields/subfields I have added others to give you a clue as to the direction where research is car- 
ried out. 


Besides the acronyms / initialisms / abbreviations in English and the French and Italian ones trans- 
lated into English, I have added others in Dutch, German, Portuguese and Spanish with relevant 
translations into English where applicable. 
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I have also included NATO acronyms, initialisms and abbreviations according to their updated 
AAP-15 (2003) both in English and French: the two official languages of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organisation. 


You will also find of interest the Acronyms / Initialisms of Science Experiments / Initiatives / 
Programs / Projects worldwide from 2000 up to 2020. These include the European Community & 
Commission. 


Many acronyms/initialisms refer to Re-emerging Diseases; to Nascent Fields; to new studies in 
Mad Cow Disease; to Anti-pathogen Programs; to Biodefense; to Counterterrorism Technologies; 
to Terrorist Weapons; to Anthrax Disease; to E. Coli Projects worldwide; to Emerging 
Technologies; to European/U.S. Missions (up to 2020); to Artificial Organs, to Metastasis (New 
Studies), to Laser Thermometers (to prevent spreading of infections such as SARS, etc.) and more. 


Where else would you find this wealth of information? 


Since there are acronyms deliberately coined for effect, I thought you would like to know about it, 
so I have included some of them, such as: 


POWER People Organized and Working for Economic Rebirth; 
MACHO Men Allied to Combat Hyprocrisy and Oppression; 
BLOSSOM Basic Liberation Of Smokers and Sympathizers Of Marijuana 


and so forth. 


All of this has entailed a lot of work in Scientific and Technological research. Much time has also 
been spent in checking cross-references and in going through information disseminated. Under the 
heading “Permission to include granted by:" I have listed the names of Academies, Associations, 
Institutes, Centers, Federations and Organizations who have allowed me to do so. All other mater- 
ial is not from copyrighted sources, same as in the previous work, I have collected it from infor- 
mation disseminated and circulated at seminars, workshops, symposia, conferences, brochures and 
broadcastings. 


I have more than doubled the size of the previous Edition making this one a comprehensive source 
of information, expanding its scope and enhancing its usefulness. 


I sincerely hope that you my Reader, will welcome this Second, Revised and Enlarged Edition and 
that you will decide to add it to the reference collection of your library. Please accept it as a new 
Millennium achievement.

GUIDE TO THE USE OF THE DICTIONARY 
Abbreviations not used 


a) In view of the fact that this is meant to be exclusively a Dictionary of acronyms, ini- 
tialisms, abbreviations, symbols, codes, none of the fields or subfields covered by the 
Dictionary has been put in abbreviated form. 

For example: com.prog. for Computer Programming; 
geod. for Geodesy; med. for Medicine, etc. 


b) In addition, the usual abbreviations, such as esp. for especially, or ab. for about, have 
not been abbreviated. 


When the fields are not mentioned 


In certain cases the fields or subfields to which the acronym or initialism refers to has not 
been mentioned. This is because it is obvious or can be derived. 


For example: AGI - American Geological Institute 
In this case it is obvious that the field is Geology and therefore there is no need to mention 
it. 


Or, UPVG: Utility PhotoVoltaic Group 
In this case it can easily be derived that it refers to Photovoltaics 


When the same acronym/initialism relates to many fields 


When the acronym, initialism or abbreviation is used in several contexts all of the fields and 
subfields have been mentioned. 


For example: a. (abbr.) absolute 
Chemistry; Physics; Thermodynamics 
AC Anchor Cell 
Cell Biology; Molecular Medicine; Signal Transduction 


When the acronym is purposely coined with a meaning 


When the acronym or initialism has been coined purposely with a meaning, this has been 
brought to the attention of the person consulting the dictionary. 


For example: PAWS - Progressive Animal Welfare Society 
paws actually meaning: the foot of an animal

BOIA - Bureau Of Indian Affairs 
boia actually means in Italian: executioner 


Acronyms/initialisms with explanations or additional information 


When deemed necessary, besides the definition, an explanation of the acronym or initialism 
or details that may interest the person consulting the Dictionary, have been added. 


For example: BESTEST - Building Energy Simulation Test: is a new diagnostic method 


to improve the accuracy of computer energy software programs 


PMMA - Polymethyl Methacrylate: used mainly in lighting fixtures and 
surgical appliances

In many cases you will find that there are, besides the standard fields and subfields, 
also additional ones. This is because I have added them as research progresses and/or 
according to technological developments in that particular field. 


In other cases it is important to know the field, as a person not conversant with the 
subject may be misled. 


For instance: TV - Tidal Volume relates to Physiology and has nothing to do with tides. 


PMD - Postmortem Dump: has nothing to do with the paraphernalia of a 
deceased person, but as you will see refers to Computer Programming 


PH - Purpleheart does not relate to medicine or anatomy but is a type of wood 
to make furniture, so it goes under "Materials" 


When the definition of an acronym is known with another name 


When the definition of an acronym / initialism is known with another name, this has been 


mentioned. 


For example: PC - Program Counter

NATO acronyms/initialisms/abbreviations are according to their AAP-15 (2003). 
Underneath each one you will find the equivalent in French if it has been coined in English, 
and in English if it has been coined in French. This is because English and French are the 
two official languages of the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation. 


Punctuation and Capitalization 
Acronyms usually do not have periods after each letter, and even though initialisms do have 


them, this practice is rapidly declining. The use of capital, lowercase or a combination of 
both is also controversial. 


Therefore, since the use of punctuation and capitalization in acronyms and initialisms has 
never been universally agreed upon, I have used in this Dictionary the most commonly 
adopted form. 


When both forms - with periods and without periods - are used, they have been indicated. 


For example: AA or A.A. Author's Alteration 
AAA or A.A.A. American Association of Anatomists
